1 . Applicant' s arguments, see pages 7-11, filed 1/5/20 1 1 , with respect to the prior art of 
Hennington et al (EP 0959153) and the arguments regarding the declaration presenting evidence 
of commercial success as clarified on pages 12-16 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The rejections made in the final office action of 7/22/2010 have been withdrawn.

2. Claims 1-6, 9-24, and 26 are allowed.
